said he would serve them on Nixon at his 
seaside estate in San Clemente, Calif.

would take place today or Thursday. 
Future Economy Sound? 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The government's 


measure of future trends in the economy re- 
bounded in July on the strength of an improved 
job picture and labor costs, the Commerce De- 
partment reported today. 


The department said its index of leading 


indicators pushed up by 1.8 per cent over June, 
when the index recorded its only drop so far 
this year, a six-tenths of 1 per cent decline. 
Tropical Depression Seen 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — The National Hurricane 


Center issued this bulletin on a tropical de- 
pression in the Atlantic: 


Satellite pictures received during the night 


indicate that the strong tropical depression 
located about 275 miles west -of Bermuda this 
morning is on the threshold of becoming 
Tropical Storm Becky. 


At 6 a.m. EOT the small but well organized 


center of the depression was located near Lati- 
tude 32.5 North and Longitude 68.8 West and 
moving toward the north-northeast at about 10 
miles per hour. Maximum sustained winds are 
estimated near 40 m.p.h. with higher winds in 
squalls within 100 miles of the center. 
Girl Smokers Catching Up 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The percentage of 


teen-age girls who smoke cigarettes is catching 
up to that of boys, according to new govern- 
ment figures. 


In 1968, the proportion of girls smoking was 


just over half that of boys. 


The new figures for 1974 have spurred the 


National Clearinghouse for Smoking and 
Health to intensify its efforts to reach teen- 
agers, particularly the girls.

"I feel like if we 
could still get a lot more 
voluntary compliance we would 
have really been saving 60 per 
cent," he said. 


He added he hoped that "one 


of these days" the speed limit 
could be about 60 miles an 
hour," which I think would be 
suitable for Texas because of 
the fine highway system." 


ARE DRIVERS observing the 


55 miles an hour speed limit? 


"Most drivers are not abiding 


by the 55 mile limit per se but 
the 
overall 
speed 
is 
con- 


siderably better. There is much 
less excessive speeding and a 
much lower average speed rate 
than formerly," he said. 


"The DPS troopers are filing 


in excess of 60,000 speeding 
cases a month. This is more 
than double what we filed under 
the old rate," he added. 


Speir is optimistic about the 


future of the DPS. 


"The 
department 
is 
well 


received throughout the state," 
Speir said. 


"I am extremely proud of the 


men we have. As long as the 
state grows and progresses the 
department 
will grow," he 


added. 


THE

The Corsicana School Board 


verbally agreed Tuesday night 
to delete several items from the 
budget for a $25,395 (including 
state funding) 
reduction in 


expenses. 


No action was taken as far as 


actual approval of proposed 
budget 
expenditures. 


Superintendent 
Jde 
Lindsey 


was advised to provide more 
information on other proposed 
expenditures 
so 
further 


deletions may be considered 
when the board meets for a noon 
budget session Friday. 


SCHOOL attorney Glenn Sodd 


made a suggestion for lowering 
the tax rate which seemed to 
receive 
approval 
from 
the 


board. He suggested the board 
might list the house built by last 
year's work trades program as 
expected revenue in the budget. 


$25,000 was discussed as the 


value to list for the house in the 
budget. This could knock two 
cents off the tax rate. Added to 
the three cent reduction which 
may result from the proposed 
expenditure cuts, a total of five 
cents could be hacked off the 
present tax rate of $1.25 per $100 
valuation; 
assessed at 
full 


value. 


Farm land values were not 


discussed during the meeting, 
but 
board 
president 
Maco 


Stewart indicated this morning 
the board has not considered 
lowering the values. He said, 
"We're going to follow the law 
and be as fair as we can." 


WHILE THE board scanned 


the budget seeking the most 
feasible expenses to cut out, it 
also added some expenses. As a 
precautionary measure against 
the lawsuit threatened against 
the school by the "Committee of 
12," representing 
disgruntled 


taxpayers, the board plans to 
double the school's legal fee 
fund from $7,500 to $15,000. A 
total of $450 is scheduled to be 
added to the salaries of the 
three serving on the board of 
equalization, because this pay 
was accidentally left out of the 
budget when other employees 
were 
granted 
supplemental 


pay. The board appeared to 
agree that allocations for a 
third high school counselor 
should remain in the budget, 
since Principal Mark Culwell 


and a counselor present em- 
phasized there are presently not 
enough counselors to provide 
adequate counseling for all 
students. 


The school lost a counselor 


when Bill Hicks was moved 
from that position to assistant 
principal at Drane. Business 
Manager 
Euin Frank 
said 


$12,800 is allocated for 
the 


counselor, but the salary would 
depend on experience. 


AN AMOUNT of $12,840 set 


aside for a special education 
counselor 
salary 
was 


discovered to be a duplication of 
the salary provided for in the 
$44,000 proposed for "additional 
special education units," so the 
board plans to delete that 
amount. 
Tom 
Johanson, 


executive 
director 
of 
the 


Navarro County Association for 
Retarded'Children, pointed out 
the duplication to the board. 


Budget deletions proposed by 


the board include doing away 
with the CHS building trades 
program, which will save the 
$4,000 in local money that would 
have been used for an in- 
structor's salary. There will 
also be a reduction of $400 
allocated for supplies in this 
program. However, $10,870 in 
state 
money 
provided 
for 


building trades will be lost. 


LINDSEY reported the school 


had not been successful in 
finding an instructor for the 
building trades program, and 
only 13 students had shown an 
interest in the course. 


The board 
expressed 
in- 


tentions of deleting the position 
of 
CHS commons 
teacher, 


which called for a salary of 
$5,700. 


$4,425 proposed for a full time 


bus driver will probably also be 
hacked from the budget. The 
driver 
allocation 
was 


primarily to pay for tran- 
sportation for a girls swimming 
class planned at the YMCA, and 
other girls sports, including 
tennis transportation. 


The 
board 
seemed 
to 


generally agree that some other 
means of transporting the girls 
should 
be 
considered. 
One 


suggestion was to schedule 
classes at a time when one of 
the regular bus route drivers 
could be obtained as a driver. 


IN 
CONSIDERING 
the 


proposal to double the $7,500 
fund set aside for legal fees, 


school attorney Sodd explained 
that a lawsuit against the school 
would cost from $3,000 to $10,000 
to defend the school. 


Asked by board president 


Stewart to explain what would 
happen if a lawsuit is suc- 
cessfully brought against the 
school, Sodd said it is his 
opinion the best the plaintiffs 
could do would be to force the 
school to reassess all property 
in the district. 


Sodd advised the board that 


not all of the statements which 
have 
been 
made 
in 
the 


newspaper 
concerning 
a 


proposed 
lawsuit 
are 


necessarily true. He said he 
assumes 
that some of the 


statements made at the citizens 
meeting Monday were aimed at 
encouraging participation in a 
lawsuit against the school. 


IN PLANNING FOR further 


examination 
of the 
budget 


Friday, 
the 
board 
advised 


Lindsey to provide additional 
information 
on 
coaches' 


salaries and the possible need 
for liability insurance coverage 
for school employees and the 
school board. 


As 
the 
tedious 
task 
of 


examining the budget continued 
until midnight, school board 
member Dr. James Curington 
suggested that in the future 
some sort of code be used in 
writing the budget so that local 
funds 
can 
be 
easily 


distinguished from state and 
federal ones. It is local funding 
only that many taxpayers are 
up in arms about. 


SUPT. 
LINDSEY 
and 


business manager Frank were 
questioned on a number of 
funding proposals in the budget, 
most of which have previously 
been scanned. The board ap- 
peared 
satisfied 
with 
most 


explanations given for the need 
of various items, though in- 
terest was expressed in con- 
tinuing to search out expenses 
that can be deleted. 


The funding of Plan A Special 


Education and the Title I 
program was explained. Mrs. C. 
L. Redus explained that Plan A 
students who spend half their 
instructional time in a regular 
classroom can be included in 
figuring

tendance, on which state fun- 
ding is based.

A comparison of preliminary 


budget figures of the Corsicana 
public schools with eight other 
school 
districts 
shows 
the 


present tax rate is lower than 
two and higher than six. 


The value of the property 


base here, with an estimate 
included 
on 
reappraised 


property values, is higher than 
four and lower than four. 


The proposed increase in the 


property base here is higher 
than six and lower than two. 


And the proposed budget 


itself is higher than two of the 
other districts and lower than 
six others. 


THE 
PROPOSED 
budget 


increase in Corsicana is higher 
than the increase in three of the 
districts and lower than that in 
five others. 


The figures shown in the 


accompanying chart include the 
effective tax rate—the tax rate 


itself multiplied by the per- 
centage 
of 
the 
assessed 


valuation which is used by the 
district. 


All of the eight other districts 


surveyed have more students 
than 
Corsicana 
except 
for 


Cleburne. Six of the school 
systems taken for comparison 
were suggested by local school 
personnel as probably being 
fairly equal in number of 
students, based on the most 
recent 
figures 
that 
were 


available here. 


THEY INCLUDE Greenville, 


Duncanville', Highland Park, 
San Marcos, Lewisville, and 
Spring. The other two sur- 
veyed—Temple and Cleburne— 
are schools in the same district 
as Corsicana. 


All of the districts showed an 


increase in the budget for this 
school year getting underway of 
at least $200,000. The largest 


increase was at Spring, where 
officials said enrollment had 
jumped from 4,200 to 5,644 in 
one year's time. 


Two of the districts cited 


building programs. The budget 
at Cleburne includes $470,000 in 
bonds for a new high school. 


Lewisville 
school 
officials 


said that about $2.4 million of 
last year's budget and about 
$2.8 million of this year's budget 
were connected with a con- 
struction program. 


INVARIABLY, 
superinte- 


ndents cited instituting kin- 
dergartens, implementing Plan 
A, special education, and in- 
creased teacher salaries under 
the state schedule — along with 
the increased cost of doing 
business due to inflation as 
being factors causing increased 
budgets. 


"Just about all of us (school 


districts) 
have 
increased 


budgets for one reason or 
another," one school official 
summed it up. 


Three of the districts have 


raised 
taxes this year — 


Duncanville, 
Temple, 
and 


Cleburne. The raises shown in 
the chart are the effective tax 
raises, again taking the per- 
centage of assessed value used 
into consideration. 


TEMPLE 
schools 
have 


switched this year from using 
the city as the tax collecting 
agency to using Bell County for 
that purpose. Officials there 
noted that the county rolls are 
computerized. 


The figures shown for Cor- 


sicana are preliminary figures, 
and the estimated tax base is an 
estimate only. Corsicana school 
trustees are still considering 
changes in the proposed budget, 
including some made last night 
and reported in a related story. 


Trial Date Set for Cotton 
Dealers Charged with Fraud Houston Burglary, Murder Ring Broken Up 


DALLAS (AP) - A Nov. 4 


trial date has been set for two 
Vernon, Tex., cotton dealers 
who have pleaded innocent to 
federal fraud charges. 


Robert Everett Huntley, Gip- 


son F. Hemphill, and three of 
their employes pleaded in- 
nocent Monday in Dallas feder- 
al court to charges brought in 
an 18-count indictment. 


A Wichita Falls federal grand 


jury indicted the five July 16 on 
accusations of participating in 
a fraud scheme. 


The defendants had $8 million 


in bank drafts at one point 
which were covered by uncan- 
celled 
warehouse 
receipts, 


forged checks or checks re- 


turned due to insufficient funds, 
the indictment charged. 


The indictment charges that 


Huntley secured a $1.3 million 
loan by pledging 7,095 bales of 
cotton, represented supposedly 
by 
7,095 
cotton warehouse 


receipts as collateral when only 
eight bales existed. 


Named as defendants were 


Huntley and Hemphill, partners 
in the cotton business, and their 
employes Alvin Leon May, Rex 
Gerald Koontz, and Jay Robey 
Smith. The trial will be held in 
Wichita Falls. 


Asst. U. S. Atty. Mike Carnes 


said Hemphill and Huntley 
each face a possible 167 years 
in prison and $175,000 fine 


HOUSTON (AP) - Six mem- 


bers of a burglary ring, two of 
them apparently remorseless, 
were held without bond today 
after police said they admitted 
a series of murders and bur- 
glries in the Houston area this 
summer. 


"Living don't come easy," 


Bernardino Sierra, 25, said at 
an impromptu news conference 
Tuesday night after he and five 
of his compatriots, who call 
themselves 
"The Brady 


Bunch," were charged with 
capital murder in the deaths of 
five persons. 


Also charged were Richard 


Vargas, 23; Joe Louis, 24; An- 
gel Fuentes, 21, and Ernest 
Moya and Emily Varags Saenz, 
both 20. All are Houston resi- 


dents. 


Asst. Dist. Atty. George Ka- 


ram, who headed a coordinated 
investigation, said the charges 
could clear 25 to 30 burglaries 
and robberies 
and possibly 


other slayings. 


Two of the four prisoners who 


talked with newsmen expressed 
no remorse. 


"It 
doesn't 
bother me," 


Vargas said. 


Sierra said the basic motive 


in all the murders was money 
but one of the victims was 
stabbed, robbed and run over 
with a car "for messing around 
with my woman," Sierra said. 
"I felt all right after I did it." 


Karam said the gang operated 


"on spur of the moment deci- 
sions to rob and kill people ... 


I can't think of a more deserv- 
ing bunch for the death penal- 
ty." 


Don Lambright, another as- 


sistant district attorney, said 
the death penalty would be 
sought. 


"We're going to bring them 


to trial as quickly as possible 
and we'll be seeking the death 
penalty," he said. 


"There's a strong possibility 


of more charges forthcoming," 
Lambright said. "One of them 
said right before a television 
camera that he committed a 
murder 
he was 
not 
even 


charged with." 


Homicide 
Detective 
Jim 


Pierce said the coordinated in- 
vestigation started in early Au- 
gust after some members of 


the Brady Bunch (members 
said they named themselves 
that because their first killing 
took place on Brady Street) 
were captured 
following 
a 


weekend robbery spree. 


The six gang members are 


charged in the deaths of Jose 
Cruz Davila, 25, robbed and 
stabbed repeatedly outside his 
home June 6; an unidentified 
man in his 20s, robbed, stabbed 
and run over with a car May 
28; Asnok Patel, 34, shot in the 
head and neck during a drive-in 
robbery 
July 
22; 
Joseph 


Picinch, 60, slain during a food 
store robbery June 22, and 
Odilan Rodriguez, 21, found shot 
to death neighboring Fort Bend 
County in late June. 


Vargas said at the news con- 


ference police were covering 
up a murder in the county jail. 
Vargas said he killed a prison- 
er July 2 and stole his ring. 
The county medical examiner, 
Dr. Joseph Jachimczyk, ruled 
the man had suffered a heart 
attack. 


Vargas said one of the jailers 


told the prisoners to wrap the 
ring in paper and put it in a 
tray placed behind his back 
and no questions would be 
asked.

American Retirees in Mexican Villages Cause Problems on Economy 


CHAPALA, Mexico (AP) - 


The 18,000 Mexican living in 
this area are not saying "Yan- 
kee HO home" but they are not 
exactly happy about the pres- 
ence of an estimated 5,000 re- 
tired Americans who are "rich" 
by Mexican standards. 


And some of the American 


themselves, who live in colo- 
nial-style homes in two villages 
in western Mexico, are also 
unable to adjust to Mexico. For 
the past two decades elderly 
American citizens, most of 
them living off Social Security 
pensions, retirement plans and 
Mexican 
investments, 
have 


made their home the twin rural 
villages of Chapala and Ajijic. 


The towns are located about 


five miles from each other on 
the shore of Mexico's largest 
natural 
lake, 
Chapala, 400 


miles west of Mexico City. 


Local authorities estimated 


about 15,000 American regu- 
larly live in the two villages 
and in nearby Guadalajara be- 
cause of the good weather and 
the inexpensive cost of living 
compared to U.S. standards. 
The retirees' pensions range 
from as low as $200 to $1,500 a 
month. 


There are an estimated 11,000 


Mexican inhabitants in Chapala 
and 7,000 in Ajijic, according to 
local authorities. 


And a good 80 per cent of the 


Mexicans work as maids, gar- 
deners, messengers and drivers 


for their American nehghbors, 
according to Mrs. Garda Kelly, 
manager of real state company 
in Ajijic. 


The retiress' colony is a 


unique area in Mexico because 
all of its services and busi- 
nesses are oriented toward the 
Americans to "make them feel 
at home," Mrs. Kelly said. 


Her company sells and rents 


most of the area homes., which 
range from $16,000 to $250,000. 


Years ago, before the Ameri- 


cans came the villages were 
quiet, typical Mexican towns 
whose inhabitants made their 
living fishing the lake or grew 
corn or potatoes where the 
plush American homes now 
stand. 


Now there are department 


stores, 
drug 
stores, dis- 


cotheques and bars with Ameri- 
can names to cater to the retir- 
ess. Most of the vehicles circu- 
lating on the narrow two-lane 
road between Chapal and Ajijic 
bear license plates from New 
York, Texas, California, Okla- 
homa or Missouri. 


In the center of Chapala, next 


to typical Mexican thatched- 
roofed homes, stands an ul- 
tramodern 
self-service store 


selling imported canned soups, 
candy and cigarettes from the 
United States." 


"We like the 
Americans. 


They are nice people," says 
Mario Juarez Garcia, a 34-year- 
old gardner. "If it weren't for 


them we would still be simply 
trying to survive. 


"But they have lots of money 


and they should pay us better," 
he added. 


He said gardners or maids 


earn about $2 a day, which is 
almost double what they are 
paid in homes of Mexicans. 


What Juarez Garcia said was 


echoed by several other Mexi- 
can working for the retirees. 
Their problem is based on new 
phenomenon in the town—in- 
flation—brought about by the 
sudden influx of money from 
the Americans into the local 
economy. 


The prices of consumer prod- 


ucts have doubled and tripled 
in both villages in the past two 


years. Beef, for example, cost 
about $1 per pound two years 
ago and now costs about $5 a 
pound, according to a local 
butcher. 


"Pretty soon we will have to 


open up those stores with guns 
if they keep selling stuff so ex- 
pensive," Juarez Garcia said. 


Maria Jimenez, a 50-year-old 


woman who sells fish in an 
open-air market in Chapala, 
says the Americans "behave 
themselves well. But I wish 
they were not so snobby. 


"I know a woman I sell fish 


to everyday in the market and 
when I find her somewhere else 
she ignores me, she doesn't 
even say hello," she added. 


Labor unions in Guadalajara, 


Mexico's second largest city 300 
miles west of Mexico City and 
north of the two villages, have 
started pressuring the Ameri- 
can retirees to pay higher 
wages to compensate for the 
higher living standards. 


Some 
Americans already 


have been hit with suits by la- 
bor unions over servants who 
had worked for the Americans 
for 
years 
without 
regular 


wages or health insurance 
plans as demanded by Mexican 
laws, local authorities said. 


"I can't get adjusted to this 


'manana" society," says 54- 
year-old Robert Early, original- 
ly of Chicago. Early and his 
family live in a $50,000-homc 
between Ajijic and Chapala. 


He has three maids who al- 


ready are demanding more 
pay, he said. Early said that 
because of the higher prices, 
and the labor demands, he is 
thinking of leaving the area 
and move to a California retir- 
ees' colony. 


"Aim," a newsletter for retir- 


ees published by retired Ameri- 
cans 
in Guadalajara says 


American may find it "frustra- 
ting" living in Mexico. 


"A different culture, another 


way of doing things, even—odd- 
ly enough—a slower pace, frus- 
trate 
and aggravate 
some 


people," the newsletter said. 
"And in Mexico, you are a for- 
eigner," it added.

Two 
months later in tape recordings 
she denounced her newspaper 
publisher father, jilted her 
fiance, adopted. revolutionary 
rhetoric and said her. name was 
now "Tania." 


She is wanted on charges of 


kidnaping, assault and robbery 
along with captors-turned-com- 
rades William and Emily Har- 
ris, thought to be the last mem- 
bers of the SLA. If captured 
and convicted, she could be im- 
prisoned for life. 


"We do not know whether or 


not she is out of the country," 
FBI Director Clarence M. Kel- 
ley said at one point. "We do 
not know where she is."

ings" of Miss Hearst and the 
Harrises continue. "We've got 
new leads in this case and we 
still get new leads coming in al- 
most every day," FBI Special 
Agent Charles Bates said on 
Tuesday.

In California, police have 


stopped hundreds of persons for 
questioning because they were 
suspected of SLA connections 
or resembled the fugitivies. 


More tips have been followed 


by law enforcement agencies in 
other parts of the country. 


Six SLA members, including 


the group's leader, 
Donald 


"Cinque" DeFreeze, died in a 
fiery Shootout that destroyed 
their Los Angeles hideout May 
17. 


Two witnesses said they be- 


lieved Miss Hearst 
left the 


hideout shortly 
before 
the 


Shootout; but the FBI dis- 
counted the reports. 


The last reliable sighting of 


Miss Hearst was on May 19 
when a Los Angeles landlady 
said two black men and a white 
woman tried to rent an apart- 
ment for the night for $500. She 
said that when she told them 
there was no room, one of the 
men nicked her dress with a 
knife. The landlady picked out 
a picture of the heiress from a 
row of photos. 


The tape with the heiress' 


vow to fight on for the SLA was 
found under a mattress in an 
alley after an anonymous tele- 
phone call to a Los Angeles ra- 
dio station. 


In Salt Lake City, Utah, the 


Highway Patrol issued a bulle- 
tin for a man resembling Har- 
ris. In Sandpoint, Idaho, a jail 
escape briefly was linked to the 
SLA but was later discounted 
as a connection. 


Last month in the Los Ange- 


les suburb of North Hollywood 
more than 150 police officers 
surrounded an apartment build- 
ing after being tipped that Pat- 
ty Hearst was there. Police lat- 
er complained that mobs of 
spectators rushed to the scene 
so quickly that police could 
barely get through the crush 


when they arrived. 


Miss Hearst's distressed par- 


ents, Randolph A. and Cath- 
erine Hearst, who had rushed 
to Los Angeles by plane, left 
saying they were "very dis- 
appointed." Hearst, president 
and editor of the San Francisco 
Examiner, said, "I wanted to 
be of help in the final end of 
this story if it came here." 


The Hearsts returned to the 


seclusion of their Hillsborough, 
Calif., home to continue the or- 
deal of waiting for word of 
their daughter. 


Hearst has said he believes 


his daughter was brainwashed 
by her captors. 


Authorities have been pla- 


gued with fake letters con- 
tending to be from the SLA. 


In early July, a television re- 


porter, crediting an unidentified 
police source, claimed that 
Miss Hearst and the Harrises 
had traveled to Guatemala and 
made contact with underground 
political leaders there but re- 
turned to the San Francisco 
Bay area. 


Bates termed that report 


"news to me" and said, "I 
know nothing that would lead 
me to the conclusion that any 
of them were ever in Guate- 
mala." 


Then, a Washington reporter, 


crediting 
"informed 
Latin 


American sources," 
claimed 


that Miss Hearst had traveled 
from San Jose, Costa Rica, to 
Panama where she was given 
asylum by a Panamanian gen- 
eral. The story said Miss 
Heart's travels were arranged 
through diplomatic channels. 


The State Department's Latin 


American office branded the 
report false. 


From Chicago came a claim 


that Miss Hearst and the Har- 
rises have been trying to make 
contact with the radical Weath- 
er Underground. 


In San Francisco, a claim 


surfaced last week that the 
mother of a San Quentin con- 
vict may be hiding Miss Hearst 
and the Harrises in a racially 
integrated neighborhood of Los 
Angeles.

The only person who retained 


his cool was your correspond- 
ent. Cool head, that is. Already 
he steamed. 


But he is an expert on heat 


just like he's an expert on rat- 
tlesnakes. It's self defense. He 
hates them both. 


So he very calmly took con- 


trol and began issuing emer- 
gency orders: 


Tear down the beds and put 


them under the trees so we can 
get a night's sleep! 


Mix up great quantities of 


iced tea! 


Dig the old hand-cranked ice 


cream maker from under the 
junk in the garage. 


Bring the electric fans down 


from the attic! 


Rush to the funeral home and 


see if they have any hand-held, 
give-away advertising fans they 
distributed before air condi- 
tioning! 


Everyone 
put 
on

coffee kept one cooler. 


The coffee 
advocates

clared it made you sweat, 
thereby cooling you as the 
sweat evaporated. Let the de-

odorant companies make some- 
thing of that! 


We recall that William H. 


"Uncle Buck" Nichols of Sey- 
mour, Tex., had his personal 
air-conditioning system and 
we've heard many who work 
out of doors express the same 
theory. 


Uncle Buck wore long cotton 


winter underwear all summer. 
The garment reached from an- 
kles to neck and to the wrists. 


And he did seem cool. He 


said that as soon as he got into 


the fields and began working he 
began sweating, and any little 
breeze evaporated the sweat 
and kept him comfortable. 


One of the early forms of air 


conditioning used that prin- 
ciple. A constant flow of water 
was dripped through a box and 
air was blown through the box 
and into the house. The evapo- 
ration provided the cooling. 


This works best in drier cli- 


mates and still is being used in 
some of the best homes. The 
water coolers currently are on 


sale, too. They are cheap and 
effective. 


The heat this summer has 


been at the level of the 1950s, 
when, 
as 
everyone 
said, 


"people were dropping like 
flies" on Dallas streets. Some 
died. Heat stroke or heat ex- 
haustion is nothing to take 
lightly. Uusually it's the tough- 
est who fall victim. 


Don't know why this hasn't 


been 
happening this 
year. 


There is a possibility that some 
internal heat buildup comes 
from a succession of hot days. 
There were several strings of 
100-plus days in the 1950s. 


There have been some breaks 


in the heat this year, small as 
they have been. And perhaps 
people are becoming wiser, get- 
ting into some air-conditioned 
place when they can so they 
can lose their personal heat. 


Back to the lovely town of 


Seymour. It shares the dubious 
honor of setting the Texas heat 
record of 120 degrees. This was 
Aug. 
12, 1936, day of the Old

CISD Athletic Budget 
Shows Some Increase 


The Corsicana School Board will consider an athletic budget 


proposal tonight of $51,630, an increase of a little less than $5,000 over 
this year's budget. 


Supl. Joe Lindsey said Monday that the majority of the increase is 


$3,700 for girls' athletics. There is about a $1,000 increase for tennis, 
Lindsey said, with the rest of the budget increase going to golf and 
baseball. 


The football program receives the largest share of the preliminary 


budget proposal, with $33,900 allocated for football. That's more 
than five times the amount shown for basketball ($6,600) and more 
than 12 times the amount proposed for baseball ($2,640). 


However, football also accounts for the lion's share of receipts, or 


revenue, in the proposed budget. Football accounts are budgeted to 
contribute $25,100 of the $32,430 in revenue expected in the depart- 
ment. 


The account is balanced with a $19,200 supplement from other 


funds. Lindsey said that the supplement was shown as $15,500 in the 
preliminary budget which was run last Sunday, but that girls' 
athletics had not been included in that amount.

I have been a parent now for 


thirty-three years, and I have 
worked with parents closely for 
longer than that. So as another 
school year begins, I want to 
share with you some things I 
have learned. 


To begin with, I believe that 


most parents want to do a good 
job as parents. We take .our jobs 
seriously, but it is a difficult job 
which causes us to make many 
mistakes. 


Some 
parents 
are 
over- 


protective; many are under- 
protective. Some of us love our 
children so much we sometimes 
smother them; others go so 
light in loving them that we 
neglect them. Some give no 
guidance either because we 
don't know how or because we 
don't believe in it. We overdo 
the "let them learn by ex- 
perience" principle. On the 
other hand, one young student 
in college wrote that her mother 
had called her long distance to 
remind her it was the day to 
change the bed linens. 


What can you do as parents to 


help in the educative process of 
your children? I suggest these 
ideas as starters: 


1. Let your children know you 


believe in the value and im- 
portance of getting a good 
education. You should repeat 
this as often as you tell your 
. wives or your husbands that you 
love them. 


2. Create a good learning 


environment. It is most im- 
portant. This 
means 
some 


policies about the TV. Subscribe 
to some good magazines, in- 
cluding 
one 
of 
the 
news 


magazines, such as, U.S. News 


and World Report, Time, or 
Newsweek. Buy a first class 
dictionary and, if you can afford 
them, a set of reference books. 
Visit some historical places 
when you are on vacation. 
Discuss local, state, national, 
and world affairs on an in- 
formed basis. This is another 
way of saying not on a political 
party basis. Create a quiet 
place and time where it is 
possible for them to read and 
study. 


3. Develop good attitudes 


yourselves and in your children 
about school affairs and school 
personnel. If you don't respect 
school 
people 
and 
school 


policies, you can be sure your 
children won't either. 
This 


doesn't mean that you have to 
approve everything done at 
school, but use reason in your 
own approach. 


4. In today's world, this may 


be 
the 
most 
important 


suggestion: Develop in your 
own minds and hearts and in 
your children a wholesome and 
healthy attitude towards other 
people, 
other 
races, 
other 


colors, and other religions. We 
are living in an 
integrated 


world, and we must learn how to 
do a good job of it. 


5. Finally, start now growing 


out of a job. Teach your children 
how to stand on their own feet so 
that when they reach the age 
when they need to do so, they 
will be ready for responsibility. 
This doesn't mean to throw 
them into the pond now to sink 
or swim alone; it just means to 
teach them how to swim. Begin 
to break those apron strings 
gradually.
